There are people in this Village who would like 
to see TESCO's Building Plan go ahead. Surely if 
they are willing to spend money on improving the 
look of the Mall we should be pleased. At present 
it is in need of repair and a new look would be a 
great improvement to the appearance of our Vil- 
lage. 

TESCOs is part of the Village and there are 
those who benefit from having The Store here as 
not everyone has a car. Believe it or not there are 
those who moved to Bar Hill for the convenience 
of having a Super Store on the doorstep. The main 
objection to this building plan are the anticipated | 
increase in traffic coming into the Village toshop | 
and the use of the road leading to the School. The | 
traffic problem will always be with us and plans for | 
the road at the front of the Village will most | 
probably go ahead whether TESCOs proposals go | 
through or not. 

We already have a considerable amount of 
traffic using the School road. Commerciai Travel- 
lers and Lorry drivers use the Telephone box by 
the library frequently (as it is signposted on the 
A604). Why have those who claim concern not 
asked for this phone box to be moved elsewhere ? 
Library users and parents taking children to and 
from School often obstruct the road with cars, 
posing a threat to life and limb. 

None of us like change, but we all know that it 
is inevitable. Like it or not TESCO are part of the 
Village and will be for as long as they are trading 
here.

Operation Friendship to Croatia & Slovenia 1992 


When this edition of the Bar Hill News is published, Operation Friendship 1992 will have returned 
to England. At the time of writing, however, arrangements for the departure on November 18th are 


almost complete. 


Two vehicles, one of them a 7 oe ton van, both loaded to capacity with medical supplies, dried and 
tinned foods, and clothes, will travel to Ljubljana and Zagreb, and thence to the refugee camps, stopping 
at Heidelberg and Salzburg on the way. One of the drivers of the van is Simon Hall of 11 Almond Grove. 

Although the project is sponsored by Great St. Mary's Church Cambridge, the response from the 
people of Bar Hill has been magnificent. Heartfelt thanks to all who have donated goods of whatever 


form to this worthwhile project.

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Parish Council Notes 
> The monthly meeting of the 
me | Parish Council was held on Thurs- 


day 19th November in the Old 
Farmhouse at 7.30 pm. 

Cambridge Cables Ltd. 

A site meeting had been held with a representa- 
tive from Cambridge Cables. Where residents had 
queries of the siting of junction boxes, the prob- 
lems had been resolved. It was explained that the 
positions of these boxes on the plan were approxi- 
mate and there is some flexibility in moving these 
if they will cause inconvenience. The Clerk will be 
writing to Cambridge Cables and the County Coun- 
cil asking if the Company can work together with 
British Telecom so as to cause minimum disrup- 
tion to the Village. 

Charterhall Properties Ltd. 

A meeting had been held during the month with 
Charterhall Properties. A very rough outline of 
Charterhall's proposals was given to the Parish 
Council. The main concerns were that of access 
and the sheer size of the proposed development. 

Alteration to Workshop/ Youth Facility 

Two meetings had been held during the month 
between Councillors and young people. One meet- 
ing was to view the workshop and explain the 
Parish Council's proposals; the other was to ascer- 
tain what ideas the young people had and to seek 
a way forward on this project. A committee of 
young people is being formed so that they can 
formulate their ideas and report back to the Coun- 
cillors. 

TESCO Redevelopment 

A further planning application had been re- 
ceived increasing the number of car parking spaces 
on the original plan. A meeting was held between 
Councillors and the Action Group Committee to 
view and discuss the plan. 

Local Government Review - Unitary Authorities 

The Parish Council had been asked to com- 
ment on this by the District Council but, as no 
relevant information is available and comments 
had to be submitted by 4th December, the Coun- 
cillors could not see how they could be expected to 
give reasoned views on this matter. 

Hedge Trimming 

Councillors were asked by the Clerk to present 
a list of hedges, within their areas, which required 
maintenance. 

Village Green Play Equipment 

This had been inspected by the manufacturers 
and the Parish Council agreed that the equipment 
should be restained at a total cost of £510. A 
replacement rope would also have to be pur- 
chased, at a cost of £140, to replace the one which 
was vandalised.

Cambridge WildLife 


New discoveries about Cambridgeshire's 
Wildlife habitats 

The first ever survey to map Cambridgeshire's 
changing landscape has made new discoveries 
about the county's wildlife habitats. The whole of 
South Cambridgeshire has now been successfully 
covered by enthusiastic Wildlife Trust surveyors, 
with funding from the County Council. 

The surveyors, who embarked on the ambitious 
project in April, tramped at least six miles a day, 
recording every single field, hedgeline, wood and 
pond. "Our discoveries have been enormously 
revealing. Many formerly good areas are now as 
dry as a bone after three years drought or have 
deteriorated from neglect or intensive farming" 
said Alison Craig, Assistant Conservation Officer 
for the Wildlife Trust. "We have made many 
remarkable finds. A new county site for crested 
cow-wheat was recorded in Longstowe, spotted 
orchids were a real surprise in a Comberton site, 
and there is a stunning new wildlife habitat at 
Lord's Bridge" 

The surveyors have received enormous help 


| and kind treatment from landowners and other 


people who let them on their land. The valuable 
information gathered will ensure that remaining 


| sites of wildlife interest can be protected more 


effectively.
